A recent article in the Quid drew atten- 
tion to the mixed signals sent out to the 
legal profession: lawyers are regularly 
reviled in a variety of ways, yet we can 
still detect an underlying sneaking re- 
spect for the profession. 

After reading the article by Stephen 
Lloyd I looked at the section of my 
commonplace book dealing with laws 
and lawyers. I was reminded that in 
literature there are many examples of 
how lawyers are presumed to be part of a 
noble profession, as well as instances 
when it is apparent that the resentment 
towards lawyers is nothing new. What 
follows is a selection of some such com- 
ments on law or lawyers.

This could be a long four years. During 
the three semesters that I ‘ve been in this 
scintillating faculty I have heard and 
witnessed so much bullshit, pettiness and 
cut-throat competition that I find myself 
compelled to do something I’ve done 
only once before: write an article. To be 
sure, I wasn’t so naive as to think that an 
altruistic spirit of comraderie would per- 
vade the oak-lined walls of venerable 
Chancellor Day Hall (after all, I do come 
from polisci), nor was I foolish enough to

Of particular interest to those of us in 
law school is an excerpt from Leo 
Tolstoy’s The Death of Ivan Ilych. The 
story is a rather depressing one about a 
minor official from a provincial town 
who is dying from some mysterious ill- 
ness, and while doing so reviews how 
wretched and meaningless his life has 
been. Tolstoy explains that “the further 
he departed from childhood and the 
nearer he came to the present the more 
worthless and doubtful were the joys. 
This began with the School of Law”. 

Another condemnation of law school is 
found in Victor Hugo’s Les Miser ables. 
Hugo describes the character of Baharel 
“whose matter was ‘no lawyer’... When- 
ever he passed the School of Law, which 
happened seldom, he buttoned his tail- 



higher learning. But I didn’t expect back- 
stabbing, scheming and wilful destruc- 
tion of property either. 

My fellow classmates know all to well 
what the latter refers to. After all, who 
does not still feel a certain collective 
shame for having been scolded like three- 
years olds by a justifiably indignant Prof. 
Healy after cases were ripped out from 
Supreme Court Reports? or a certain 
embarrassment when Prof. Godin was 
forced to place his own material on re- 
serve because the recommended read- 
ings on emphyteutic leases had mysteri- 
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coat, the top coat having not yet been 
invented, as a precaution against con- 
tamination”. 

Any survey of this kind must include an 
excerpt from Charles Dickens who had a 
great many things to say about lawyers. 
One of my favourites is his observation in 
Bleak House that “The one great prin- 
ciple of the English law is to make busi- 
ness for itself’. 

But many generous things about lawyers 
have appeared in literature. Alexis de 
Toqueville argued in his nineteenth-cen- 
tury classic Democracy in America that 
“The prestige accorded to lawyers and 
their permitted influence on the govern- 
ment are now the strongest barriers 
against the faults of democracy”.

In Daniel Deronda, by the Victorian 
author George Eliot, one reads the m us- 
ings of the character of Rex who is con- 
templating a career in law. It is suggested 
to him that he will have to muddle 
through “an immense amount of rub- 
bish”, “I don’t see that law - rubbish is 
worse than any other sort”, replies Rex. 
“It is not so bad as the rubbishy literature 
that people choke their minds with.

Any or- 
derly way of looking at things as cases 
and evidence seems to me better than a 
perpetual wash of odds and ends bearing 
on nothing in particular.

Of course there well be a good deal that is 
troublesome, drudging, perhaps exasper- 
ating.

chy and chaos. I suspect the quotation is 
actually meant to show that one of the 
sorry results of mob rule can be the under- 
mining of the law and its attendant stabil- 
ity. 

Law, in various guises, is nothing new. 
The legal profession has a long and 
sometimes illustrious history, we should 
then not be surprised - indeed we should 
be proud - that so many have evidently 
decided that laws and lawyers are de- 
served of attention.

experience incredulity upon hearing that

need to have every student’s individual 
mark for each class on those sheets. This 
way, it will be of no consequence when 
an invigilator negligently blurts out your 
number (as has happened on many occa- 
sions) or someone accidentally looks at it 
on the back of you ID or on an exam 
booklet This measure will also prevent 
those nosy people in our wonderful fac- 
ulty from trying to deduce other students’ 
exam number by studying all the class 
sheets.

lines. Section 10.2 of McGill’s Charter 
of Students’ Rights requires instructors 
to provide students with detailed course 
outlines within the first week of lectures. 
However, some courses continue to be 
taught without the benefit of outlines, a 
situation which the LSA hopes can be 



remedied. 

Second is the issue of placing answers to 
exam questions on reserve in the library, 
as to enable students to better understand 
what is expected from them in a particu- 
lar course. Again, this is not done in 
many courses.
